Dunald George Carson, aged 14 
years, son of Mr. and Mrs. Charles 
H. Carson of Milo, died Monday 
morning from injuries sustained 
Sunday afternoon, when he fell 
out of a tree. The young boy land¬ 
ed on his head, resulting in a brain 
injury iron which he fiuva to 
recover. 

After the lad had fallen, he com¬ 
plained of a head pain and became 
unconscious. He was rushed to 
the Vulcan hospital and received 
immediate medical attention. Later 
in the day his respiratory system 
collapsed and members,of the Vui- 
ean first aid group gave artificial 
respiration for 11 y 2 hours in an 
effort to sustain life, but despite 
their valiant efforts he failed to 
rally and passed away at 10:30 
a.m. Monday. 

Surviving are his parents and 
cne sister, Janie at Milo; his patern¬ 
al grandfather, Dr. G. M. Carson, 
formerly of Vulcan and now of 
Bowness; and his maternal grand¬ 
mother, Mrs. George Robson of 
Red Deer, as well as a host of 
friends at Milo and Vulcan.
